Our New Ministor 1o Ruwsin,

Andrew Gregz Curting sppoluted Minlster to
Russia by Prosident Grant, was born at the vil
Inge of Hellefonte, Pa., April 2, 1817, His Gather
was an fron mannfacturer of large means in
Cantre connty, and his mother a danghtor ol
Andrew Grege, a well-known Pennsylvania poli-
tivian., Mr. Cortin was eduented at an academny
at Milton, a smaldl village on (e Sisgue oo
river, and read law in the office of Judge Reod,
at Carlisle, He wos adwmitted to the Bar in
1880, and at ooee enterad upon the practice of
his profession st Bellefoute. From this tiue
forward he took an active intorest In politics,
supporting &l the eandidates of the Whiyg pariy
for the Presidency from Harrison w Seott.  In
1844 he stumped the State In behwlf of Heory
Clay., In 1848 and 1852 he was pliced on the
Presidential electoral ticket, and In both these
years traversed the Bute In behulf of the candi-
Iu 854 hie wis Chindr-
man of the State Centrnl Committes, Mr. James
Pollock being the eandidate for Governor in that
year. After his election, Governor FPolloek
offered Mr. Curtin  the office of Becretary of
the Commonwenlth, which was acceptod
by the latter. Mr. Curtin wns himself eloeted
Governor In 180, and re-elected In 1888, Te
was Inaugursted January 15, 1801, snd doaring
the next six vears was one of the leading sprrits
sanong the loyal Goverpors of the Northern
Stutes, The militia Inws of the State were re-
modalted at his instance only u lew days before
the full of Fort Sumter, and from that event nutil
the close of the war he wis sctive in raising
volunteers und defending the Stute ngainst inva-
sion. Among the soldiers e wius wlwiys papi-
lar on scecount of his constant zeal in thelr beluld.
He wue pressed ot the Chiesgo Couvention In
May, 1868 for the Vice-Presideney on the ticket
with Gencral Grank but the ewrrent being in
fuvor of Mr, Colfax, he cansed hig name 1o be
withdrawn., He took an active interest in the
ensuing ecampaign, speaking in New York, Now
Hawpshire, Connectiont, and otber States,

The Dead Retaurned to Life,

The Petersburg (Virginia) Indee publisbes the
following story: —

“Hy the afternoon truin from the West, on
Wednesday afternoon last, there arrived lu town
a young mun numed John Colling, o former elti-
zeén of Petersburg, sud known o many of our
renders.  In the early part of the war he enlisted
as i private in one of the companies which went
out from the city, and which composed & portion
of the 41st Virginia Roglment, Mubione's Brigade.
He participated in several battles, but ol Chan-
cellorsville he was reported killed.  His cown-
mniond in arms believed him dead, and the sad
lult’lligflm'fr wis communicated to his wile and
child. His body was supposed to have been
buried, ns the bodies of many soldiers killed in
a feree battle are, unldentitled; and it s even
stated that his faneral sermon woas presched.
The war went ou and the war ended.  Hattles
and incldents of the war are frosh in the mind,
and the dead are rememberod with affection, and
their deeds are not forgotien,  Colling was only
thought of s dend —as one of the patriots who
had gone from all scenes of swrife and trouble;
and It was only when he stood befors them in
erson that he was able o convinee his frionds
of their great error. He left the Coufederate
lines at Chancellorsville, and romoined out of
them during the remsinder of the war,  Ha then
went West, sought employment, never commu-
nicated with his friends at home, and on Wed-
nesday only came in search of his wife and child,
whom he found true to his memory.”

Our New Minkster to Avstrin,

Johm Jay I= of Hoguenot descent, his ancestors
having come to Amerien after the revocation ot
the I-',Sh-t of Nuntes, In the politieal history of
America probably no funlly oocupied w more
prominent position, or enjoys the ropatation of
gach a useful carger, as that of Mr. Jay. His
grandiather, Jobn Jay, held the post ol Presi-
dent of the First Congress, and that of Mindster
respectively to SBpain and England.  He was
also one of the Commissioners who nhogo-
tlated the treaty of pesce. His son, Judee
William, the father of  the presant Joon
Joy, married o sister of the late Professor
MoVieker, nnd wis one of the carliest and most
prominent leaders of she constitutional angi-
slavery movement.  John Jay, our dew Austrisn
Minister, was bormm In 1817, aud gradusted ot
Columbin College in 183 After n course of
staudy of the law with the late Daniel Lord,
during which Attorney-General W, M. Evarts
was among his fellow=students, Le was ad-
mitted to the bar in 180, He contivuod in
active pursuit of his profession antil the
deathe of his father, afeer which eveut e re-
moved o the family estate at Bedford.,  Among
the more noted enses n which Mr. Jay was pro-
fessionanlly engaged were the Marie Fleld will
case: the case of W HHumson n.}_:ni.lnL Field, arzued
by bim before the Supreme Court of the United
Btates; with Daniel Webster as the leading op-
posing counsel; in re Kirk, one of the osrliest
slave cuses in Now York, which ereated at the
time profound excitement; in re Do Costa, iwo
Brazilian slaves, who, pending the hearing,
edenped frem the Eldeidge Street Prison; the
celebeated Lemmon trisl,  on  the  original
hearing before  Mr,  Justiee  Padne, where
cight  Virginin slaves, bronght to  New
York en route to Texes, wore declared free
and despatched o Elging, in Caonds, to o
furm there prepured for thems in re Bret, which
litigntion was made the basis of an appeal in cthe
Unlted Stutes Benste for additional legislation in
behulf of slavery,  Mr, Jay becawe o wnnigrer of
the New York Young Men's Anti-SBlavery So-
ciety in 1554, and from that thme antil the aboli-
tion of sluvery by the poassage of the constitu-
tionul atnendment —of which he made o report
to the Union Lesgne Club in 1866 —he was an
uetive supporter of the euuse, In the Episcopal
Convention of the Moeese of New York he oour-
ried the admission of the Colord Churel of St
Philip's wfier o vigorous struggle extending
over o period of nine years,  He twice presided
over the New York State Convention of the Pree
Soll party, snd we belicve in I8 was their
condidute for Attornoy-Geoneral.  Mr. Jay hos
twice vislted Furope -the first time in 1848, on
which occasion he passod some mondis in Eog-
Innd, where he was cordinlly recoived by a large
and influentinl elrely; wnd aguin o 1805 and
1866, when he presided ot & Thunkegiving dio-
ner af the Grand Hotel, Parls—the st reanion
of Americans subseguent o the war.  The
specches there delivered were reported in full
by the London Times, and widely commented
on by the European press. He also presided at o
break fast given in Naples onthe 24 of February,
in eclebrution of Washington's birthday.

It wus during that tour that Mr. Jay was
elected President of the Union Leagne Club of
New York, an oilice to which he s throe dis-
tinet thmes been re-elected wikh marked uno-
nlmity. The serviees of the Club during the war
sre now an hoportant item in Wstory, sod i in-
fluence in the late Presidentinl campaign, ws
well as since, in discovering the frauds by
which Mr. Griswold was defeated, are familiar
to the country. ‘Throurhout the war Mr. Jay
was  an  active member of the  Unlon
Leagne Club, frequently advising with  Mr.
Lincoln and his Cobinet. Mr. Jay married,
in 1837, the danghter of Mr. Nickson
W. Field—now residing in Rome —the oldest sur-
viving member of the Chamber of Commerce.
Hiv son, Colonel Willlum Jay, served through-
ont the war, chiefly upon the staff of General
Meade, Three of his daughters are married re-
spectively to Mr. Henry G, Chapman, Major
Willinm H. S¢hieffelin, and E. Randolpl: Robin-
won, Ksq., of the New York bar.  Apart from his
professional and {mbliu cureer, Mr, Jay has sue-
ceeded in earning for himself a far-famed
repown, and has pobly meintained the tradi-
tlonal rc‘mlnliuu of his distingulshed family, by
the publication of numerous lterary produc-
tiong, which have more particularly been devoted
to the discussion of questions of public iuterest.

The Pressure for Ofice.

The pressure upon the varions executive de-
partments 8 greater now than at any other time
sinee the administration came into power. The
usually large army of place-hunters is swelled
to o considernble extent by Senators and mem-
bers, who, having pothing else to do, have set
about to aet as attorney for thelr friends and
followers,

The Becretaries find it impossible to attend to
anylbusiness beyond never-ending interviews,
It wanld be much to the advantagze and interest
of pablic business it Congressmen would all go
home; while they remaln bere office-seekers will
also remain.

The Forcign Appolntments.

The Committee on Forelgn Relations hos re-
solved to report only on the name of J. Lathrop
Motley, Minister to Englind.  The other foreign
appoiniments were discussed, but the committes
did not feel like making o favorable report on
them until they ascertain who they are. It Is
understood that muay of them wore on Wash-
burne's slate.

STARTLING SUICIDE.

A Young Man Blows his Hrains 0o - Exctracis
from his Last Letters - A Singular Docoment.

Officer Keenan woas summoned yestecday to
hold an Inquest over the remains of Duaniel M.
Dickinzon, one of the boarders st Mrs, Moore's
boarding-hounse, No. 1 College Eluca, situated
over the Grocers' Bank, New York,

From what could be learned of the clrcum-
stances surrounding the melncholy case, it ap-
pears Dickinson wis a native of the Unleel
blates, twenty-eight years old, and was employed
as clerk at his unele's store, No, 44 Muarray steoe.
For nine months past he has boarded at Mrs,
Moore's house, and for about two weeks past has
been notitied to leave because habliusted to the
use of intoxicating liguors. At noon yesterday
Dickingon returned home from the store and
went to his room, which is located on the fourih
floor of the house. Soon after, Mrs. Moore
beard o pistol-shot, accompanied by a strong
odor of gonpowder, but she appears to have
pid no attentlon to the matter, until ot 6 o'clock

wt evening, when some of the male boarders
returned home, as Dickinson had not made his
appearnnce since noon. BShe informed them of
what she had beard, The room was vislted, but
found to be locked on the inslde. An oificer
was called, and the door was broken open. Dick-
infon was found lying dead on the bed, with
& fearful pistol shot wound In the right temple,
and ularge Colt's navy revolver partially grasped
in his right hand. He had doubtess been dgml
for several hours, From the position of the re-
waing it is supposed that he lald down on the
bed, and, placing the muzzle of the plstol to his
head, ﬂl‘f.-(!. The bullet from the weapon passed
through into the brain, where it lodged, causing
almost instant death,. Coroner Keenan was sum-
moned and took charge of the case, Among the
eflects of decensed were found o large batch of
letters, extracts from which wre glvon boalow:—
